Desten Piracy Is T, hievery 


In our May Editorial, “It Is Time for Pruning,” we 
voiced our stand regarding design piracy. We have 
received many thought-provoking letters, some of 
which are printed in this issue. 

We agree that art belongs to the ages. We feel that 
our founding fathers also agreed when it was pro- 
vided that patents be allowed to expire, thus pre- 
venting possible monopoly through patent ownership. 

But there is in existence much evidence . . . includ- 
ing an example before me at this moment . that 
certain original furniture designs have been copied 
in virtually every visual detail and have been placed 
on the market by other than the originator of the 
design often at a lower price, to the profit of 
the copier and to the detriment of the originator. 

This is design piracy and we oppose it. 

Let it be clear, however, that a manufacturer can 
hardly be engaged in design piracy when he adapts 
a leg, a piece of hardware, a fabric, construction com- 
ponent or other item available to the trade through 
suppliers and thereby accomplishes a_ similarity; 
neither can the manufacturer who styles up a tradi- 
tionally accepted design such as the Lawson sofa. 

But when a manufacturer and his designers have 
endured the cost and the heartaches of creating a new 
design only to have it knocked off at its first 
showing . . . this is piracy or thievery or whatever 
you wish to call it. We should not “look the other 
way when such practices are observed. No longer 
should it be fashionable, clever, or “ethical” to directly 
copy the design of another and place it on the market. 

Something can be done. The literary field has vir- 
tually stopped plagiarism. Reader James Cairns, Key- 





stone Cabinet Co. observes that piracy has been vir- 
tually eliminated in the music field “where there are 
only eight notes in an octave . . . only eight different 
sounds to work upon.” Certainly creativity in these 
fields has not been stifled as a result. 

The Code of Ethics of the Furniture Design Asso- 
ciation, High Point, N. C., states in Paragraph 3: 

“Members shall endeavor to encourage their clients 
to hold good design in high esteem and to refrain 
from piracy of designs from competitors.” 

We think the question resolves to this: “Should not 
the creator be allowed to reap the initial rewards of 
his created work and research? Should he not at 
least feel reasonably secure that the industry, of which 
he is a part, is not waiting to prey upon his creative 
efforts?” 

He should certainly have the assurance that the 
copier will not be honored as a clever operator or 
carry the blessings of others whose practices are truly 
ethical but who choose not to protest. 

How design piracy can be reduced to insignificance 
is a decision that best come from industry leaders, in- 
cluding designers, manufacturers (as suggested in our 
May editorial) and perhaps leading retailers as well. 
If this is too hot a potato for any of the associations, 
we propose an Ethics Committee of interested parties 
be arranged to discuss ways and means of handling 
the problem within the industry. 

Because FURNITURE DESIGN AND MANUFAC- 
TURING is dedicated to the cause of bettering the 
entire furniture industry, we stand ready to be of 
service by offering our facilities to aid in the formation 
of such a committee.

lower price but valuewise he is doing 
poorly and he does not realize until later 
that he is just fooling himself. 

One thing I have asked for a great 
many times and the so-called “editorial 
policy” in most magazines will be against 
it: my idea is to have the publications 
show actual examples of design piracy by 
illustrating the original product as well as 
the copy, list the names of the manufac- 
turers and designers involved. . . . Per- 
haps this top level effort will convince 
some of the heads of the manufacturing 
organizations that they are on the wrong 
track. In many cases I think you will 
find that they do not even know how 
close a copy they are making. 

It is not very difficult to work up an 
industry-wide feeling against design pi- 
racy any more than it is difficult to work 
up a general feeling against wet lumber 
or poor quality, etc., etc. The trouble 
is that most of the manufacturers refuse 
to recognize the copying they might do, 
hiding behind millions of excuses which 
in most cases are being fed into them by 
third rate draftsmen or their sales man- 
agers who believe that the only sure way 
to success is for them to sell some one 
else’s successful product.

Your editorial on Design Piracy should 
promote many affirmative comments, 
since most people prefer to agree on any 
topic, particularly when the topic is 
justice. 

There is much to be said to another 
side of this topic of piracy. The word 
piracy means to steal. There is really a 
very small percentage of out and out 
piracy going on. If a designer or manu- 
facturer adapts an arm or leg to his line, 
this is hardly stealing. Designing is an 
art and as such belongs to the people at 
large. If the major manufacturers ever 
get the right to secure design patents, 
they could very easily wipe out their 
competition since in some way or other 
a shade of resemblance can always be 
drawn by a smart lawyer. This could 
prevent the general public from enjoying 
the variety of designs available today. 
Designers would have to be aware of 
every piece of furniture on the market 
for fear of a law suit. Actually the de- 
signer would have to patent his designs 
before he even shows them to a manu- 
facturer. This can be very expensive, 
time consuming and impractical. 

Personally, I hate true design piracy. 
It has happened to me in the past from 
some very impressive manufacturers. 

There is an injustice done by the few 
who have brought on this controversy, 
but the furniture industry is a close 
enough organization where if shame 
doesn’t cure piracy, I doubt if design pa- 
tents should be used as a cure when the 
side effects can hurt the industry and the 
general public to a very large extent. 

Your magazine is one of the best in the 
trade. It hardly becomes you to stir up 
further interest by sensationalism. This 
crusade can only do harm by throwing 
fear into designers and manufacturers for 
the next market in whether some one else 
was inspired by the same design motif 
which would bear a similarity in his new 
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line. This is very possible if you under- 
stand the developing trends of design.

While we appreciate the fact that a 
certain amount of copying is going on in 
the furniture industry and we have been 
copied in numerous situations, we are not 
too concerned with the copies as they 
have fallen short of their goal in design, 
construction and value. 

We have always thought that a poor 
copy or a reasonable copy of less value 
did us more good in advertising value 
and prestige than any expendtiure in a 
nation-wide advertising campaign. 


We have for years maintained a de- 


signer and are proud of our individual _ 


efficiencies in our specialty which only 
has the attributes that our organization 
of skilled labor can produce. 

At times, the more difficult approach to 
a design is the sure, more lasting design 
and mostly with this in mind the copies 
are poor or do not incorporate the value 
that the original design or manufacturer 
presented. 

We do feel that a great amount of 
copying not only in upholstered furniture 
but in the fabrics we buy from many 
suppliers will be with us, but if one could 
class it as an evil it will constantly pro- 
voke continved response on the part of 
the industry. 

Our situation might be atypical and 
not relevant when another manufacturer 
is concerned, but we do believe that a 
little ingenuity and hard work can place 
the originator in an enviable position and 
a lasting position before the copyist can 
make inroads on his market.

An industrial designer comments— 
FURNITURE DesIGN & 
MANUFACTURING: 

The problem of design piracy is a 
rather difficult one but, realistically, I’m 
afraid it’s one that is going to be with 
us for some time. 

In the early days of original, great, 
creative art, things like national distribu- 
tion were not involved. People who made 
the furniture sold it. Today, a few cen- 
turies later, the men who make the fur- 
niture don’t sell it but are just part of a 
big complex organization though many, 


of course, are working in small plants. 





Now, if a line is brought out and the 
design judgment is not correct, then the 
operator of the plant is forced to do one 
of two things. He can either close down 
the operation, lay off his crew and wait 
for a new market to introduce another 
line which may or may not be correct or, 
usually at the request of his dealers, copy 
other lines on the market. 

This is indeed a complex question for, 
if we hold the concept that design piracy 
is immoral, then we must also say . 
ineffective design is immoral for it has 
wide social implications in the end result 
of putting a lot of people out of work. 

One possible area of development to 
solve these two problems, and I do be- 
lieve they are two separate and distinct 





situations, lies in the area of developing 
better market research, pre-testing tech- 
niques from a sale point-of-view, pre-sell- 
ing techniques as were used by Tomlinson 
in the introduction of the Sophisticate 
collection, and more long-term planning 
and design . . . that is spending a year 
or more to do the development and per- 
fect a line rather than getting things out 
on a ninty day basis. 

While we do not condone this practice, 
we live with it in recognition of the 
above factors.

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Strange as it seems, the relationship 
between profits and volume is often 
overlooked. Instead, many companies 
tend to emphasize the theoretical profit 
which is supposed to be produced by 
the sale of a single unit. This approach 
loses sight of the fact that there are 
no profits, regardless of how high the 
unit is marked up, until a certain 
number of units have been sold; that is, 
until the break-even point is reached. 

It also presents a dangerous pit-fall, 
in that it frequently results in a pric- 
ing practice which by its very struc- 
ture, hinders volume increases. For ex- 
ample, the XYZ Manufacturing Com- 
pany had not shown a profit for sev- 
eral years. Management had difficulty 
in determining the cause—for Sales 
and Production each blamed the other. 
Specifically, Sales claimed volume 
could not be increased because the 
product was overpriced, and Produc- 
tion claimed that volume was too low 
to permit economic production runs. 

Analysis of the company’s pricing 
practices indicated it was using what 
might be termed the “Unit Full-Cost 
Plus” method. Under this method, 
the price is structured so that each 
unit is supposed to produce a specific, 
pre-determined profit. In this case, 
a 10% profit was sought. 

Selling price was established in the 
following manner: 

Direct Labor=$22.50+ 


100% “Burden” = $45.00 
Material Costs =$35.00+ 

10% “Burden” = 38.50 

$83.50 

10% “Profit” Factor 8.35 

$91.85 


8% Sales Commsision 8.00 

Selling Price $99.85 

At this price, sales averaged 320 

units per month, or $31,950.00. 

Monthly profits at these figures aver- 
aged $640.00, or 2.0% of sales. 


Facing Facts 





Obviously, the 10% profit margin 
was strictly mythical at this point. 

Market studies indicated that a 
considerable increase in volume could 
be anticipated if the selling price were 
reduced by approximately 6% to 
$93.95. Management's first reaction 
to this price cut was strongly nega- 
tive, feeling that if a $99.85 selling 
price brought a 2.0% profit return, a 
$93.95 selling price would surely cre- 
ate a loss. 

The fallacy in this thinking was 
demonstrated by applying what we 
term the “Profit Contribution” Pricing 
Method as follows:

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Price or Profits—?

The fixed monthly overhead was 
established at $10,000 per month. At 
a selling price of $93.95 each unit 
will contribute $28.95 towards absorp- 
tion of this overhead. Simple mathe- 
matics indicates that 345 units must 
be sold each month to cover this over- 
head. This “Profit Contribution” ap- 
proach also points up the fact that 
each unit sold in excess of the 345 
unit break-even point will contribute 
$28.95 (or 30.9%) to profits. 

According to the market studies, 
this figure could easily be surpassed 
at the new selling price. Consequently 
it was adopted. After a six month 
period, sales averaged 450 units per 
month, and monthly profits increased 
to approximately $3000.00 per month 
—or 7.0% of sales. 

In summary, a 6% decrease in sell- 
ing price effected a 40% increase in 
sales volume, which in turn effected 
a 368% profit increase. 

In applying the “Profit Contribu- 
tion” Pricing Method, plant capaci- 
ties must be taken into consideration. 
Basically, the formula will not require 
modification as long as volume can be 
increased without increasing fixed 
overhead expenses. 

This approach to pricing can also 
be of invaluable help in establishing 
and controlling the size and_profita- 
bility of a line of merchandise; for it 
enables the setting of Sales Standards 
for each number of grouping. These 
standards can be realistically based 
on the actual contribution towards 
overhead and profits made by each 
number, in accordance with its month- 
lv sales, instead of per unit basis. 

Obviously, pricing practices do 
exert a tremendous influence on profits. 
This makes us wonder why it is so 
frequently handled as an automatic 
“bookkeeping” function. 

Could this possibly be true in your 
case, also? oT 
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Several years ago, the writer under- 
took a study of the extent and the 
causes of the declining markets for 
However, it 
took no investigation or thought to 
recognize that, in some items of wood 
office furniture, the low demand had 
reached an alarming state. 

A survey disclosed that wood had 
lost 93 per cent of its filing cabinet 
market, 25 per cent of the wood chair 
market and almost 50 per cent of 
the wood desk market. In the 25 
vears since this survey, wood filing 
cabinets, other than custom made 
ones, have disappeared from the mar- 
ket along with many other items in 
which wood once predominate od but 
have suffered continuing decline. 

The writer has no quarrel with the 


wood office furniture. 


manufacturers of competing products; 
after all, the best and most econom- 
ical product will be the one _pre- 
ferred by America’s buving public. 
All industries must strive to improve 
their products and their markets. 
Until they make an honest and sincere 
effort to do this, it will not be known 
which product material is the best— 
probably, it will be found that there 
is a place for all. 

The investigation referred to fur- 
ther revealed that many large organi- 
zations objected to wood desks. Among 
the reasons for their objections were: 

(1) The legs of wood desks were 
ms splintered by the desk chair’s 
impact. Men objected to the result- 
ing appearance. 
objections were much more serious— 
the splinters snagged their hose and 
other clothing. 

(2) The wood desk’s fine surface 
soon became marred and otherwise 
disfigured. Abrasion and other kinds 
or normal wear accounted for only 
a part of this damage. 

The accidental spilling of finger-nail 
polish was ruinous to the appearance. 
The damage that could be caused by 
a lighted cigarette was irreparable.

(3) Even janitors contributed to 
the dislike for the wood desk. As 
wood finishes of those days were not 
sufficiently durable and probably are 
not, even today, wood desks were 
polished with an oil or wax, usually 
with a very dirty rag. 

This particular dislike for wood in 
an office desk, based on cleanliness, 
has not been fully appraised nor rec- 
ognized by the manufacturer. It cre- 
ates a very serious objection, espe- 
cially during the summer months 
when light-colored clothing is cus- 
tomary. Desks made of materials 
other than wood can be washed with 
clean water, so the objection to dirt 
is eliminated or at least relegated to 
minor importance. 

(4) There are, of course, the usual 
objections to the sticking of wood 
drawers due to wood’s swelling. 

(5) The stvle trend in much of 
the office equipment has been toward 
lighter finishes. This has imposed an- 
other disadvantage for the user of 
wood furniture because all of the 
usual finishes will discolor, or permit 
discoloration of the wood, when ex- 
posed to the ultra-violet rays of nat- 
ural light. 

If all of the furniture is installed 
in an office simultaneously and no 
additions are made, the slight change 
in its color is not noticeable and prob- 
ably is of little importance. But it be- 
comes serious when expansion and 
additions are undertaken later.

The survey brought out, of course, 
many other pros and cons of the 
wood-vs-metal desks, but the fore- 
going are the more important. Al- 
though the results indicated many 
deficiencies in the wood desk, there 
were also objections to other materials. 

Though it can be very interesting, 
a survey is of no value unless its 
teachings are put to use. The wood 
products industry has started and, in- 
deed, has made considerable prog- 
ress in working out its difficulties. 
Yet, it has not carried through with 
the needed research, development and 
promotion warranted by the situation. 

Most of the comments about wood 
office desks apply, to some extent, to 
all wood furniture. 

The hardening of furniture parts 
is essential to many other wood prod- 
ucts. Since there are good, econom- 
ical processes for accomplishing this, 
all furniture manufacturers should be 
aware of and prepared to use them 
when the need arises. 

A good example of the benefits 
obtained in hardening certain parts 
of wood furniture is in the piano. 
Long finger nails will chew up the 
wood parts of a fine piano in a very 
short time. Such damage usually 
most severe near the keyboard. The 
amount of wood that would need to 
be treated, to prevent most of the 
damage, would be very small and the 
cost infinitesimal. The results would 
be to further improve a wood product 
that is almost as perfect as human 
ingenuity can devise. 

The hardening of wood for small 
furniture parts need not be difficult 
nor very expensive. According to 
the latest reports, about 50 per cent 
of all desk legs are now hardened at 
a very slight cost. 

Laboratorv research has developed 
two very satisfactory methods for 
accomplishing this. The method in 
use today is to treat the surface of 
the square part with a hardening

chemical. The treatment need be only 
a surface penetration by the chem- 
ical. After treating and drying, the 
part is put in a mould of the proper 
shape. The process is completed by 
putting the assembly into a hot plate 
press that subjects the wood part to 
proper pressures and temperatures. 

A key to doing the job properly 
is in securing the right amount of 
penetration of the chemical. It can- 
not be too deep nor too shallow. The 
temperatures and pressures are some- 
what critical. With the proper pene- 
tration of the chemical, only the outer 
shell of the piece is hardened. The 
remainder of the wood is in its nat- 
ural state so that it can be worked 
and glued as usual. 

A second method of accomplishing 
the same results appears to have 
much potential. For some reason, 
however, it has not been put to prac- 
tical use. It is in the treating of thin 
veneers with hardening chemicals. 
After the veneers have been so treated 
and dried properly, they are ready 
for attachment to the furniture square 
for hardening in the mould and press. 

However, when using this process, 
the furniture square must be ma- 
chined to the final shape and contour. 
For example, a desk leg would have 
to be nosed or rounded on one edge 





Progress In Wood 
Research 


An $8,500 grant by the National 
Science Foundation has been awarded 
the State Uuniversity College of For- 
estry at Syracuse University to permit 
ten superior college undergraduates to 
acquire three months of firsthand re- 
search experience during their sum- 
mer vacations. 

Technically designated as the Un- 
dergraduate Research Participation 
Program in sciences, this new concept 
in education will employ the under- 
graduates for ten weeks and allow 
them to actually participate in research 
work under the supervision of a rec- 
ognized scientist. 

In addition to other research areas, 
the new program opens participation 
in chemistry of cellulose, wood and 
polymers, wood products engineering 
and allied forestry fields. Director of 
the program is Dr. Edwin C. Jahn, 
Associate Dean and Director of Re- 
search at the college. 





and the veneer would be applied to 
only two adjacent edges. 

The advantages in using veneer 
are that the amount of chemical treat- 
ing needed is kept to a minimum, and 
can be accomplished by soaking the 
veneer in the chemical. Also, the fur- 
niture squares need not be oversized 
as in the first method discussed. 

It should be noted that, while these 
processes are rather simple in theory, 
their application requires experience 
and advice. A prospective user should 
have technical assistance in setting 
up equipment for the job. 


Hardening of desk parts can over- 
come, effectively, one of the most 
severe criticisms. The technical solu- 
tion to this is not difficult. Most of 
the other problems mentioned have 
been solved or can be solved in our 
wood products laboratories. The tech- 
nical development is the easiest part. 
The greatest difficulty is in getting an 
industry to use the knowledge de- 
veloped. This usually takes more 
time, patience and money than a 
manufacturer is willing to spend. But 
it is most important in staying on top

for the basic framework. Legs and 
certain other supporting members 
were to consist of system of two 
square U’s, formed of tapered tubes 
and welded together.

A new series of functional school 
furniture, called the “Contemporary 
Line,” was unveiled at the Atlantic 
City, New Jersey convention of the 
American Association of School Ad- 
ministrators this year. 

Highlighting the series is a new 
student and teacher chair with a seat 
of one-piece molded fiberglass. Com- 
pound curves are features of the seat, 
based upon orthopedic studies and 
designed to cradle the student in se- 
cure, posture-correct comfort. 

Important in the new line is the

Prefabricated components save time and labor and enable production 


of upholstered pieces with cleaner, better-tailored lines. 


With fewer upholstery craftsmen 
(master upholsterers) on the scene 
today, product automation is becom- 
ing an increasing necessity. Although 
there is much to be said in favor of 
the hand-made custom upholstered 
piece, the manufacturer faces the in- 
evitable task of seeking newer, faster, 
more economical methods of uphols- 
tered furniture manufacture. 

The day will surely come when 
technological advances will make ours 
an industry of almost complete auto- 
mation. We are well on our way. 
Just as the automobile industry con- 
stantly modernizes its production lines, 
so must the upholstered furniture and 
bedding groups take advantage of 
every technical discovery developed 
for their use. 

The tack hammer is being replaced 
by air-powered staple guns. Auto- 
matic tacker and nailing machines are 
already in wide usage, and advances 
are being made in the development 
of a soon-to-be-perfected light weight 
air-powered tack gun. Automatic clip 
tvpe hog ring pliers and air-powered 
hog ring attaching guns are steadily 
replacing slower outmoded single- 
action hog ring pliers. 

Maintaining an unvarving pace with 
these machinery improv ements are 
the “under-the-cover” products. Not 
the least of these is the modern con- 
cept of spring edging. 

Working in close cooperation with 
the designers, engineers, and produc- 
tion men have been the suppliers to 
the industry. Their continuing con- 
cern is to develop new products and 
to constantly improve application 
methods of existing products. 

The introduction of machine manu- 
factured spring and roll edges about 
forty years ago did not win the imme- 
diate and complete acceptance of the 
upholstery trade. Still dominant in 
the minds of production men was the 
belief that a hand-fashioned product 
was the only quality product. The 
laborious procedure of hand-forming 


a spring or roll edge was viewed by 
the proud manufacturer as proof of 
a craftsman’s exvertness. The three- 
time hand stitched edge was a mark 
of quality. The four-time stitched 
spring edge was complete confirma- 
tion that here, indeed, was the ulti- 
mate in finished craftsmanship. The 
apprentice viewed a hand constructed 
edge as one of the final attainments 
of his craft. He knew that it would 
require much practice and skill before 
he could eventually create a straight, 
true, and perfect edge. 

Before long, however, the princi- 
pals involved in the creation of an 
upholstered piece were convinced that 
the machine manufactured edges were 
a boon to the industry. 

Among the pioneers concerned with 
the evolution of manufactured edg- 
ings were Sackner Products, Inc., and 
the Fox Edge Co., Inc. The early 
efforts of both firms were responsible 
for engineering developments which 
are evidenced in present-day manu- 
factured edges. 

The Fox Edge company gained 
such prominence in the field with its 
patented Foxedge that, for years, 
many in the furniture industry have 
referred to all manufactured spring 
edges on “Foxedge.” 

Sackner Products, founded by the 
late Wade E. Sackner, began the 
manufacture of its sew-on and _ tack- 
on edges in 1916. Its products are 
recognized today as being among the 
finest produced for the furniture and 
bedding industries. 

The determining factor which pop- 
ularized the manufactured edges was, 
of course, one of labor saving. The 
time involved in preparing a conven- 
tional hand stitched edge for the 
average sofa unit was about one hour. 
Use of the machine made edge cut 
the time of application to approxi- 
mately twenty minutes, although a 
trained craftsman was still required 
for the sew-on operation. 

In 1952, to met the demand for 
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increased automation in the industry, 
Sackner’s Frank Hormuth originated 
and developed its patented Anchor 
Edge. This revolutionary new spring 
edge, positioned and attached with 
hog rings, again reduced application 
time from approximately 20 minutes 
to roughly five minutes per sofa unit. 

Anchor Edge has a wedge shaped 
firm core of molded fibre. According 
to Mr. Hormuth, a heavy cushioning 
of burlap-backed jute felt around the 
core prov rides the utmost in resilience. 
The interconstruction is covered with 
ten ounce burlap which also encases 
the body and lip beading cords (posi- 
tioning stakes) that securely anchor 
the edge to the border wire and 
spring by means of hog rings. In addi- 
tion to the labor saving involved, Mr. 
Hormuth points out, another advan- 
tage of Anchor Edge is its easy appli- 
cation by inexperienced workers, as 
the attaching stakes perfectly and uni- 
formly position it. Also, in the words 
of Mr. Hormuth, the wedge shape 
provides perfect conformity with the 
cushion contour and furnishes the ut- 
most in flexibility due to the quality 
construction. Because of this flexi- 
bility, the edging curves faultlessly, 
and, in addition, it is easily notched 
for square corners. 

Sackner offers Anchor Edge in five 
varieties. The standard Anchor Edge 
construction is 1%” high with posi- 
tioning stakes (center to center) 1%” 
apart. Anchor Edge-B is identical to 
the standard, but for one exception; 
the front stake is moved back to only 
1” from the rear stake. Anchor Edge 
All Jute Core is also the standard 
1%” construction, but it contains a 
jute felt core instead of the paper 
core of the other edgings. Anchor 
Edge Junior duplicates the standard 
Anchor Edge in construction, although 
it is only %” high with positioning 
stakes 13g” apart. Anchor Edge 
Super Firm is a special construction 
of the Junior size, with an enlarged 
paper core instead of the needled jute 
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Continued from preceding page 

inner wrap as contained in the four 
other formations. 

with the 
exception of the Super Firm construc- 
tion, is packaged two ways . . . in 
coils and in specified cut lengths. Be- 
cause of the stiffness of the Super 
Firm type, only cut lengths are avail- 
able. As an additional service, the 
company will notch cut length at the 
factory in accordance with customer 
specifications. 

Well known throughout the furni- 
ture and bedding industries for engi- 
neering a multitude of advanced 
products, Flex-O-Lators, Inc., has 
developed its version of hog ring 
applied spring edging. The product, 
called Perm-A-Lator Ring-Fast Roll- 
Edging, is reported to be capturing a 
large share of the market. 

Ring-Fast is described by the com- 
pany as having a firm, vet resilient 
core, with tough reinforced outerwrap 
and jute centered ropes (both front 
and back) for hog ringing to the 
upholstery spring unit. 

Placement of Ring-Fast on the unit, 
savs a Perm-A-Lator spokesman, is 
an effectually efficient operation. Pre- 
cut lengths may be hog ringed in 
place in a fraction of the time re- 
quired for hand sewing of the con- 
ventional edgings. The roll is placed 
on the construction so that the front 
placement rope overlaps the front of 
the border wire, thus assuring a 
straight edge and the proper projec- 
tion of the edge roll in front of the 
spring border wire. The front rope 
is then hog ringed to the border wire, 
with rings spaced about 6” to 8” 
apart. Next, the back placement ropes 
are hog ringed to each seat spring

coil, and the spring edge is now 
firmly in place. 

On _ the Zigger-tvpe construction, 
Ring-Fast is quickly applied by hog 
ringing to zigger wires, and on tight 
seat constructions the placement ropes 
can be tacked or stapled to the frame 


hold edging securely position. 


Perm-A-Lator Ring-Fast Roll-Edg- 
ing is supplied only in pre-cut lengths 
. never shipped in rolls. Exact lengths 
up to 120”, including fractions of an 
inch, can be supplied by the maker. 
It offers a %” size for those who 
prefer a slightly smaller edging, but 
standard Ring-Fast is made in the 
1%4” size. According to supplemen- 
tary information, both sizes are pre- 
pared to fit everv application on chairs, 
sofas, and sofa beds. Included are 
the pre-cut pieces for straight edges; 
the pre-cut sections with pre-shaped 
corners for “T” and sectional applica- 
tions, and a crimped tvpe for curved 
and bumper ends. 

For those manufacturers who prefer 
to have corner shaping done in their 
own plants, Flex-O-Lator engineers 
have developed a special shaping tool 
called the Ring-Fast Corner Shaper. 
Corner Shapers are available in either 
a bench model, or a portable model 
to be used at the point of construc- 
tion. And although Ring-Fast can be 
notched with a knife to make perfectly 
square corners, the manufacturer ad- 
vises that the Ring-Fast shaper is 
faster and easier . . . with no loss of 
material in the operation. A Corner 
Shaper, they sav, does the job in about 
1/10th of the time required for hand 
notching. Additionally, states a Flex- 
O-Lators report, Corner Shapers are 
available to their customers on a “no- 
charge” loan basis. Still another ad- 
vancement of Perm-A-Lator engineer- 
ing, for use high speed furniture 
assembly lines, is a foot controlled 
power notcher, said to be the fastest 
method devised for the notching of 
spring edges. 

In addition to the furniture manu- 
tacturers who are now profitably using 
the hog-ring-applied type of spring 
edgings, many prominent bedding 
plants have discovered the economical 
utilization of these products in the 
building of their box springs. 

Flex-O-Lators describes the finished 
product, using Ring-Fast Edging, as 
“The Box Spring With A Collar.” 
This descriptive phrase sketches, of 
course, the suggested method of con- 


struction. Regular coil springs are 
used on the outer border, and springs 
one inch shorter are applied through- 
out the center. After the Ring-Fast 
Edging has been applied, this forms 
a pocket into which the mattress 
“nests.” The “collar” which holds the 
mattress in place is thus produced. 
Attaching of the Ring-Fast to the 
box spring unit is a simple operation. 
The outer rope of the edging is hog- 
ringed to the edge wire. The inner 
rope is then hog-ringed to the springs 
to anchor the edging securely in place. 

Excellent power equipment now on 
the market gives a big assist to the 
efficient and rapid attaching of all 
makes of hog-ring-applied types of 
spring edging. 

One company, Power-Line Sales, 
Inc., produces an air-powered_ hog- 
ring attaching tool which is said to 
cut the application time to seconds, 
by comparison to the manual tvpe 
of pliers. 

Senco Products, Inc., suggests its 
Senco Model F Portable Sisal Ma- 
chine is available in place of a hog 
ring application. Using staples, this 
machine is reported as being fast, 
light, and efficient in attaching all 
products designed for use of hog rings. 

Whatever vour spring edging prob- 
lem, we think there is a wide selection 
today. In addition to the sew-on, 
tack-on, and hog-ring types, some 
manufacturers are applving cuts of 
synthetic and latex foam as edgings 

. with smooth success. 

And we even viewed a custom 
upholsterer sewing a hand-formed 
edge recently. He refused to answer 
our query about the automobile being 
here to stay.

HE WEDS DESIGN IDEAS 
OF TWO CONTINENTS 


“Furniture should be designed for 
reality, not snob appeal,” is the de- 
sign philosophy of Southern industry 
pace-setter Norman Hekler, who has 
transplanted a European background 
into the flourishing American furni- 
ture climate. 

“There is no sense in convincing 
the homespun, cottage-type woman 
or the young couple in a small apart- 
ment that they should live like Marie 
Antoinette midst Louis XVI elegance,” 
Hekler explains. “If a consumer wants 
the quality of richness, this can be 
carried out with good Modern as well 
as French Provincial or other trend- 
of-the-moment fashion.” 

Versatile Hekler, born in Vienna 
and trained in The Netherlands, 
opposes style labels, and champions 
freedom of expression. He is the 
exponent of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence (also referred to as Decora- 
ation of Independence) for the house- 
hold furniture designer and consumer. 

A duality of obligation to the con- 
sumer attends the designer, accord- 
ing to Hekler: to satisfy an emotional 
need, in which color plays a large 
part; and to care for the physical re- 
quirements (“A dresser with eight 
drawers is more functional than one 
with six of equal size.”). Also furniture 
should be esthetically appealing. 

Objectives for which the designer 
should strive are: to do justice to 
material, such as wood, leather, metal; 
make suitable use of texture; main- 
tain a dignity and attractiveness in 
form. Today there is fresh emphasis 
on materials and combinations, a kind 
of “New Romanticism,” in the opinion 
of this Old World craftsman. 

Since he came to the United States 
12 years ago, the talented 37-year old 
designer has worked at Heritage Fur- 
niture Company in High Point, N.C.,

and with design programs in Ashe- 
ville, N.C., and New York. In 1954 
he became an independent designer, 
and now heads the firm of Norman 
Hekler Associates, High Point. 

During the past five vears his cli- 
ents have included such firms as 
Colony Tables, Davis Cabinet Com- 
pany (“Romantica”), Drew Furniture 
Compi inv, Globe Furniture Company 
(“Debonnaire”) Hickory Manufactur- 
ing Company, Monarch Furniture 
Company, Morganton Furniture In- 
dustries (then Morganton Furniture 
Company), Kroehler, and Silvercraft. 

He is responsible for the “Director” 
series, in cherry or walnut with pew- 
ter-tvpe finish, for Alma Desk Co. 

During the last (spring 1959) 
Southern Furniture market, he was 
interior designer for the Globe space 
at the Exposition Building in High 
Point. This inviting space contained 
the largest collection of upholstered 
furniture in the building. 

Mr. Hekler, who attended the 
Academy of Art and Design in Am- 
sterdam, likes to incorporate into his 
work the best of two continents. He 
emphasizes three carry-overs from 
European into American furniture: 

Get the most out of wood, but let 
the machine here duplicate handwork 
insofar as possible; 

Develop beauty of detail; 

Maintain an architectural relation- 
ship, with openness and lightness of 
furniture suitable for small-scaled 
American rooms. 

He points out that a main differ- 
ence between American and Euro- 
pean furniture is not so much in de- 
sign as in distribution: there, furniture 
is more likely to be custom-made, 
whereas on this side of the Atlantic 


the customer can go into a store and 
order from a catalogue if desired. 

Stores have a strong responsibility 
to the customer, Hekler insists. The 
retail salesman is a vital link between 
manufacturer and consumer, and 
should have special training. For ex- 
ample, the floor salesman should be 
able to help a woman analyze whether 
she prefers to work with “warm” or 
she prefers “warm” or “cold” colors, 
and to decorate accordingly. 

Color is almost as important as 
food in the daily scheme of living, be- 
lieves Hekler. A favorite anecdote is 
that of the women, who, a month 
after she painted her dining room ceil- 
ing green, became ill during each 
meal—not from the food, but from the 
psychological effect of the green re- 
flection on her food. 

Laminated plastic tops are excel- 
lent for certain special purposes, 
Hekler thinks. He likes to use them 
for institutional and children’s furni- 
ture, working areas and as accents. 

But he does not enjoy using plastic 
that looks like marble or plastic that 
simulates wood. 

He likes to work with leather. 

He looks to tradition for inspira- 
tion, but not as a rigid governing 
factor. Important values to this de- 
signer are: 

Honesty (A case piece with 12 pulls 
should not lead to four drawers, nor 
a table top appearing to be four 
inches thick turn out to be a quarter- 
inch strip of plywood on a frame); 

Absence of useless ornamentation; 

Comfort; 

Integrity (what the customer likes, 
not what the neighbors do); 

Practicality of each piece in the 
customer's total scheme of living (A 
customer with a cubbvhole of space 
shouldn't be misled into buving the 
grandeur of 56-inch chests and quad- 
ruple dressers). 





Service to all members of the fam- 
ilv (Designers and manufacturers have 
suddenly discovered that there are 
husbands and fathers—hence the rash 
of shirt compartments, for instance); 

What vou do—not how vou do it! 

Savs Hekler: “The furniture indus- 
trv continues to underestimate the 
consumer's taste level.” 

And, he continues, the designer 
should not limit his creative ability to 
the narrow confines of a “trend” or 
“stvle.” Instead, he should take poetic 
licenses. An economic advantage is 
that the homemaker won't have to 
worrv about whether today’s big ticket 
purchase will be in stvle three vears 
from now—a fear that in many cases 
has hindered furniture sales. 

Hekler believes that the hungry, 
lean look is going out (“Even pillows 
are less square and sharp, but softer 
and fluffier”); that the “silky look” i 
coming in with the New Roman- 
ticism; and that, having just com- 
pleted a Baroque cycle with surface 
decorations, the industry is entering 
a evcle of formal elegance and Classi- 
cism that can't be jazzed up. The 
days of the milk-bottle-into-lamp too 
are over, predicts this designer. 

Manufacturing may be divided into 
two types of operations, in Hekler’s 
analysis. The “niche-tvpe” operation 
is handled successfully by small-to- 
medium manufacturers who answer 
the demand for a particular product 
and thought. The “diversified” opera- 
tion is conducted by the large manu- 
facturer who must maintain volume. 
Hekler believes it is a mistake for 
a small manufacturer who has  suc- 
cessfully built a certain market, to 
spread himself thin by branching out 
into unfamiliar products, therebv los- 
ing his identity. 

Hekler is a former instructor of 
design for the North Carolina State 
Department of Public Instruction. &

In connection with this color re- 
search, Brunswick sponsored the pub- 
lication of “Functional Color For the 
Classroom” by Dr. Seagers and Mr. 
Hart. It discloses that age of occu- 
pants should influence selection of 
colors in a classroom. For instance, 
vounger children prefer bright, gav, 
exciting colors. Type of activity is 
another factor. 

“Studies show that muscular activ- 
itv under red light is nearly twice 
that found under ordinary light and 
that mental processes take up to 20 
percent more time under the influ- 
ence of a cold color rather than that 
of a warm color,” the copyrighted 
booklet says. 

The new Contemporay Line, de- 
signed by Dave Chapman, Inc., In- 
dustrial Design, and Richard Reine- 
man includes a fully-integrated series 
of units. Table tops, as well as desks 
and cabinets, have parchment-like 
surfaces of melamine, called “Optho- 
Lite”, which scientifically control light 
reflection. 

Another innovation includes “float- 
action” desk top lids which raise at a 
feather touch, assuring no mashed 
fingers. Pencil tray is stamped as an 
integral part of the book box desk 
component. Brunswick also added a 
line of wall-hung visual teaching aids. 

To keep pace with progress and to 
test its product under use conditions, 
Brunswick-Balke-Collender opened a 
model classroom as a part of its re- 
search center at Kalamazoo last 
December. In this “living room for 
learning”, color coordination, light 
reflectivity, student comfort and pos- 
ture are complemented by advanced 
architectural features. 

Lighting plays a key role in the 
design of the model classroom. Glass 
walls permit entrance of natural light.

In the metal fabrication area a new | 
six-ton Pines non-mandrel bending 
machine allows four times greater 
production than achieved previously. 

The production building contains 
150,000 square feet and is devoted 
to fabrication of wood, metal and 
plastic. It houses inspection areas and | 
a receiving dock which accommodates | 
three trucks. |
